falſe ſcandalls, and ignominious Repreaches againſt the 
Lords and Commons, muking his Majeftics Court a San- 
Auaric for all kind of Delinquents, agaiaſt the Iultice and 
Priviledge of Parliament,and drawing to York, by Letters 
and other PR” , _ Members of yo —_— and 
ſetting up there a counterfeit imaginary vifageof the gceat 
Courfel of thc Peeres in oppoſition to the - Io plhond , to 
the great davger, not onely of the diRurbance, but cven of 
the ſnbverſion of the originall conſtitution and frame of 
this Kingdome, ; 

And that the way to the great change in religion and Go- 
vernment intended might be, mads inore eafie and paſſable, 
many of thoſe who have fſhewed themſclves faithfully te 
the Cauſe of God and the Kingdome, cither in Parliament 
or inthe Connery are put eut of the Commiſion of Peace and 
other publike Imployments. The Sheriffe of Leiceſter 


labourtng to keepe the peace when Maſter Hewrie Haſtings 


merched from Loughberough inte Leiceſter with about 
200 footand 100 horſe of which many -were drawne out 
of Darby-ſhire, armed ina'warlike manner with Piltolls 
Pikes and Muskets,their drumes beating and colours flying 
intending to ſeize vpon the Magezine of the County was 
for his gocd ſervice put out of his Office, and Mr. Haſtings 
the perſon who commited this outrage, made Sheriff: in his 
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of nearnes yd Trult, perſons of High Hehopr merit, an 
abilities, as the Earles of Pembroek,Efſcx, Holland;and the 
Lord Ficlding diſplaced for no other cauſc our diſcharging 
their Conſcience in Parliament, Befides divers Members of 
the Houle of Commons, one of which hath long ſerved his 
Majcky in places of Honour and had alwaics bcen in great 
favour and cltecme till he faithfully diſcharged his du:yin 
Parliament, And laſt of all the Earle of Northumberland 
pat from the place of high Admirall, a man ſo imminent in 
all qualifications othenour, and ſufficicatly ſo neceſlary for 
the State at this time, when ſo many Ships are at Sca, and 
the Kingdome in ſo much trouble and diſtration that ther 
can hardly be named a more miſchievous effeR of wicked 
Connſell, or dangerous preparations to futyre confuſions 
then the bercaving the State of the ſervice of ſo noble and 
vertuous a perſon as heis. © 
The Conſideration whereof, inforceth both Houſes to 
declare, that they cannot thinke the Kingdome in ſafety, 
nor themſclvcs to havedifcharged the truſt whichlies upon 
them, till they have done their uttermoſt,by all fit wayezts 
procure that Office to be reſtored , whereby the command 
of tho Ships, which arc the walls of the Kingdome, may a- 
gaine be ſctled in the charge of that noble Lord. 

In the midſt of theſe nnjuft and diſtrutive courſes to blind 
the cycs of the multicude, and diſguiſe their malicious. and 
crucll intentions,under the ſemblance of peace and Iuftice, 
they have drawne his M:jeſty to make divers ſolemne Pro» 
teltations, with fearcfall imprications upon himſelfe and 


' Tavocations of Gods holy Namc., and he intendeth no- 


thing bur the peaceand welfare of his people, tho main- 
tainanceof Religion, and the-Liwes of the Kingdeme, and 
for his owne ſ:curity, onely to raiſe a Guard for his per- 
ſon ; And that hee did from his ſfoule abhorre the thoughe 
of making war againſt che Parliament , or to put the King- 
dome into a cubuſtion, but having under this colour kept a- 
bout him divers ſouldicrs, and Otficers, and gathered fome 
ſtreogth, the intentions donow appeare with a more open 
face , by theſe his MarzsT1zs inſaing aRtions,and 
proceedings which the Lords and Commons have thouthe. 
good topubliſh , that al! the Subjefs of the-Kingdome 
may underſtand what danger and mifcries are comming up- 
on them if not timely prevenced. |

A Gariſen of ſouldiers is by his Majefties Order put into News 
Caſtle, under the command of the 'Eatrle of New-caſtle , who 
ſhouid have formerly ſeized upon Hull, if by the witedome of the 
arliameat he had not bin prevented. Is 
The Papiſts in Cheſhire have lately in a very peremptory man- 
ner, and in his Majeſties Name demanded their Armes taken from 
them by direQion of both Houſes of Parliamect, to' be againe re= 
Rored ro them. The Earle Rovers lately a notorious profeſt Papiſt, 
and till oo to be aPapiſt,although he now come to Church, 
as many dangerous Papiſts doe,and purpoſe(as is conceived) 
to make themſelves capable of imployment, is putinto the Com- 
miſſion of Array, being againſt Law andthe liberty of the Subject, 
' which he bath executed with rigour, and hath committed divers 
perſons to priton, for refuſing to ſubmit thereunto , contrary to 
Law and Petxion of Right. 
The mouth of the River of Tine is fortified, whereby the whole 
Trade of New Caftle for Coale or otherwiſe will bee ſubjeR to 
be interrupted when ſoever his Majeſty ſhall pleaſe, and the City 
of I ondon, and many ether parts of the Kingdome cxceedingly 
burthened and diſtreſſed. 
A ſhip laden with Canon for battery,and other lefſer Ordnance 
wder and Ammunitien is come into the river of Humber, which 
alſo hath brought divers Cemmanders from forrazgne parts, and 
in this ſhip as we are credibly intormed, were Maſter Henry Vil. 
wot, Sir John Berkley, and Sir Hugh Pollard, three of thoſe who 
ſtand charged in Parliament for being privy to the defigne of 
bringing up the Army, and amonglt others the Lord Digby, a 
perſon accuted in Parliament of High Treaſon, who when he be. 
ganto be queſtioned fled out of the Kingdome, and adviſed his 
Majeſty by Letters to that courſe which he hath fince purſued of 
withdrawing himſelte from hie Parliament to a place of firengrh, 
and thar then he intended to come to him, and in the meane time 
would doe him fervice abroad. | 
Divers other large preparations of warlike proviſions are made 
bzyond the Seas, and ſhortly expeted, beſides great number of. 
Gentlemen, Horſes and Armes drawne from all parts of the King- - 
dome, and all the Gentlemen in York-ſhire required to bring in 
their Horſes for his Majefties ſervice, ſundry Commiſſions are 
granted for raiſing Horſes, and divers Officers of the Army: are 
already 3 pp ointed upon Munday morning being the 4. of July, bis 
Maj it cameto Beyctly withan Army of a conſiderable number 
of horſe and foot, ſo;ne Regiments of the Trayned Bands being '

likewiſe commanded to be raiſed, Among the Souldiers in this ar- 
my there are divers Papiſts and ether perſons of deſperate fortune 
and condition, ready to execute any violence.rapine andoppresſlon, 
Some Troopes of Horle are ſentinto Lincolne-ſhire, to the great 
eerrour of the well afteted people, who are thereby forced either 
to forſake their dwelling or to keepe them with armed men; They 
begin already to take away mens Horſes by force, and to commir 
other a&s of hoſtility, and have wncivilly uſed the Gentlemen ſent 
from the Parliament with a Letrer'to his Majeſty, provifions are 
reſtrained from comming to Hull, and his Majeſty is ſhortly ex- 
peRed rocome thicher with his army, notwithtanding the place is 
in the cuftody of the Parliament, as hath bin often declared to his 
Majeſty by both Houſes, andikept by them for his Majefties ſer- 
vice and the peace of the Kingdome, whereof as ſoone as they-may 
be ſecured they intend ro leave the Towne in the ſtate it was, 

The war beg thus by his Majefty begun, the Lords and Com- 
mons in Parliament hold themſelves bound in Conſcience to raiſe 
forces. for the preferyation of the peace of the Kingdome, and pro- 
rection of the Subjects 1n their perlons and eftates according to - 
Law, the defence and ſecurity of Parliament, and of all thoſe who 
have bin imployed by them 4n any publike ſervice for theſe ends, 
and through Gods blesſing to diflapoint the deſignes and expeta- 
tion, ofthoſe who have drawne his Majefty to theſe courſes, and 
Counſells in faveur of the Papiſts at home, the Rebells in Ireland, 
the forraigne enemies of our Religion and peace. 

In the oppoſing of all which they defire the concurrence of the 
well difpoſed SubjeRts of this Kingdome, and ſhall manifeft by 
their courſes & endeayours that they are carried by no refpeRts but 
of the publike good, which they will alwaies preterre befire their 
owne lives and fortunes, and ſhall cycr be moſt earneft in their 
Counſells and'endeavours to prevent a Civill war, and thoſe mile- 
rable cfteRs it muſt needs produce (if they may be ayoyded ) 
without indangering the alteration of Religion, which is the maine 
end of thoſe who bave bin the Authours and Counſellors of his 
Majefties undertaking this war, and will neceflarity draw with it 

a lofle of liberty, and ſubverſion ofthe Law ef the Kingdome, fo 
thar it reſtsonely thatthe tree-borne Engliſh Nation doe conſider 
whether they will adhere ro the King and his Parliament by which 
they have lo long injoy'd all thar is deare unto them,or to te Ki 
fediced by Jeluiticali Councell, and Cavalliers, who have defig- 
ned allto ſlavery and confution, w hich by Gods blesf2ng, and our * 
'oynt endeavours may be tunely preyented,

| all his loyall SubjeRts, which too evidently we ſee our elves (by 
the wicked Counſellors now unmasked about his Majeftic , not 

_ onely deprived of , but infteed thereof open warre declared,and 
proſecuted againſt his Majeſties loyall Subjects of Hull, and clſe- 
where in this Kingdome far unſuitable to ſach Declarations of 


love, and peace , as his Majeſtic hath frequently PR and

nbliſhed'to the Kingdeme , and in particular to the Countie of 
Yorke with ſolemne Proteftations that bee wonld not, aor had 
it entered |.is choughts to make warre againſt his Parliament, 
which how agreeable they are tothe preſent courſes ofhis Maje- 
ſtie and Councellors , ſpecially Yince from his Agents abroad, he 
received proviſions fit for warxre , which immediatly have beene 
put on for execution , we referre to the whole world to judge of, 
But however thoſe promiſes, and Proteftations have beene no 
ſooner ma/le but broken, and our hope of peace , and ſafery ther-. 
by wholie diſappointed , yet that ic may appeare to all ages to 
come, that as in duty we are bound (the Kingdom having iatru. 
fied us ) ſo we have not , nor will be found wanting inthe leaft 
degree of eur care and providence, (God asliſting us) for the pre- 
ſervation of the whole Kingdome and the Towne of Hull, and 
the Inhabit2nrs thereof from violence, and ruine , though for 
che effeRing thereof, his Majeſtic hath proceecded to many ho-

Wherefore the Lords 
and Commons in Parliament aſſembled have thought fir , and 
do hereby declare; that whereas Sir [oh» Hotham Governour of 
Hull, by the eſpeciall order of the Parliament appoiated for that 
ſervice, hath been forced for rhe preyention of the ſodaine ſurpri- 
zall, anddiſtruſtion ofthat Towne, and the Inhabitants there- 
of;co let in ſome tides from Hnmber upon the grounds adjoyning 
toahe (aid Town, which for thepreſent could nor otherwite have 
been ſecured, We do therefore hereby promiſe, and affure all, 
and every ſuch perſon and perſons whatſoever, either the Ow- 
ners or Farmers of any the ſaid grounds which ſhal be impayred 
by rhis overflowing of the water, full and ample ſatisfaction for 
all (uch lofle as they or any of them ſhall thereby ſuſtaine (except 
ſuch perſons onely 2's formerly have been, now are , or hereaftes 
(hall be found the flirrers up, Abbettors or furtherers of any ſuch 
Way, or meanes, as have or may conduce to the endangering or 
annoyance of the faidTowne of Hull, or the governour thereof, 
in his ſervice, and duty therein, or ſhall any way diſturberhe 
ace and ſafety of the ſaid Towne, ar any the Inhabitants there- 
of, who ſtand well afteed therero, 
| And weedoe alfodeclare that wee the Lords and Com- 
mons in Parliament aſſembled will not onely proteR, 
| {:cure and fave harmelefle all, and cvery-fach perſon and 
perſons whatſocver , as have or ſhall cither by Sea or 
Land previde, furniſh or, deliver any proviſion of viauall, 
beere or other thing whatſoever forgthe relieve and fafcty 
of the Garriſon of Hull, but (hall © make good payment 
for theſame, and thanketfully accept thereof as goed ſervice 
done to the Kingdome , any pretended warrant iſſued, or 
hereafter to bee ifſued out viider the colour of any name, 
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3orauthority whatſoever-tothe cantrary notwitifyndi 
And forasmuch as wee are informed;that ſome of the#In 
bitants of Hull ſtand firmely reſolved in their good afe Ki 
ons to-the ſervice, and faſe. voting of the fai3 Tawne far 
the good of the King, and Kingdeme , ws thought fit ali5to 
declare that all ſfuch- of the Inhabitants thereof as ſhall con- 
tinue yell affected to the ſaid ſervice,and ſtand clofſe'in their 
fidelity and Aſſiſtance to the Governer thereof-wee doc here 
by aflure, and promiſe them that they ſhall reccive-from us 
proteQion, and encouragement , anſwerable to fuch a ſcr- 
Vice as: will bee very acceptable to us in reſpe& of 
the importance of it, for the preſervation of Religion, and 
Gfety of chis Kingdome And laſtly wee doe declare, our ac- 
knowedgement, acceptance, and approbation of the prudent 
valour, vigilancy, and faithfulnefle- of the Governour, OF- 
ficers, and Souldiers imployed* in the ſaid Towne both for 
_ the diſcovery of plots fermerly contrived for betrayingof 
che ſaid towne, and their undanted reſolutions to. keepe the 
ſame againſt whomſoever, for the ſervice of his Majeſty and 
Kingdome. And doe premiſe and aſſure them that every 
particular good ſcrvicedene , orts bee done by any Com- 
mandcr, or Souldier ſerving or toſerve therein, fhall be re- 
warded, as ſhall anfwer the greatneſſe of this Kingdoms, 
and the qualities ef the ſervice,
